In addition, the Contractor and subcontractor are liable for liquidated damages payable to the Government The Contracting Officer will assess liquidated damages at the rate of $10 per affected employ- ee for each calendar day on which the employer required or permitted the employee to work in excess of the standard workweek of 40 hours without paying overtimewages required by the Contract Work Hours and Safety Standards Act. (c) Withholdingfar unpaid wages and liquidated damages.
